The Enterprise and Troy police 
departments sent officers to assist 
with traffic control and security 
patrol of flooded residential and 
business sections of the city. 

The Alabama National Guard sent 


with traffic control and security 
patrol providing back-up and relief 
for other law enforcement person- 
nel, 

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department, assisted by other law 
enforcement personnel, maintained 
a command center on the east side 
of Pea River. 

Security during the time flood 
waters had that section of town cut 
off from the rest of Elba was pro- 
vided by this outpost. 

Chief Whitworth expressed his 
appreciation to all those agencies 
that provided his department with 
assistance and to those who offered 
to do so. 

“There have been some reports of 
looting in downtown and residential 
areas; however, no arrests have been 
made at this time,” said Chief 
Whitworth.

Patel, own and operate the Riviera 
Motel in downtown Elba. Following 
the flood of last week, Mr. Patel told 
a harrowing story of the trama 
which unfolded with getting his 
family, his sleeping guests and him 
self out of the flood area.

Utilities

The different departments of the 
City of Elba are working to get 
things back in order. 

Dennis Coleman, superintendent 
of the water department, stated that 
all the city’s wells are back on line 
and the water is safe. 

He said that the sewer system's 
lift stations and lagoon is 100 per- 
cent operational, 

Billy Meeks, the superintendent 
of the street department, whose 
responsibility is to maintain the 
feeder system (sewer lines) report- 
ed the lines are 90 to 95 percent 
operational. 

There was severe damage to 
sewer lines located on Cordelia 
Street, Putnam Street, Plant Avenue 
and in the Brookdale Subdivision. 
Repairs are currently underway. 

Streets that are presently closed 
to traffic include Cordelia Street, 
Polka Street, and Caroline Street. 

The bridge over the canal 
(Beaver Dam Creek) on Caroline 
Street received major damage and 
will be closed to traffic indefinitely. 

Meeks stated that only time will 
tell how severe the damage to the 
city’s street and sewers will be. 
There will have to be a drying out 
process and the settling of the earth 
before all the damage caused by the 
flood can be determined. 

Larry Eddins, supervisor with the 
city’s electrical department, report- 
ed that the electrical system is back 
up and operational. 

Re-connects to residences and 
businesses are being made after 
they are properly inspected and cer- 
tified as safe.

Dishes should be sanitized 


Dishes, pots and pans that have 
been covered by flood water should 
be carefully inspected, washed and 
disinfected before they are used 
again. First, inspect all items. 
Discard any items made of porous 
material, such as wood, plastic or 
rubber. Any dishes with deep cracks 
should be thrown away as well. 
These items can’t be sanitized. 

Wash the remaining items in hot 


detergent solution, using a brush, if 


necessary, to remove dirt. If handles 
from frying pans and saucepans are 
removable, clean them separately,

should be cleaned in pieces. After 
sudsing and brushing, rinse in clear 
hot water. Then immerse in a chlo- 
rine solution to sanitize. Use a solu- 
tion of two tablespoons of liquid 
household bleach to a gallon of 
water. 

To sanitize metal items, boil them 
in water for at least two minutes. 
Let all items air-dry. Do not dry 
them with a dish towel. 

Kitchen items made of iron prob- 
ably will be rusted. Remove rust by 
scouring with steel wool. After 
scouring and sanitizing iron items 
season them before use to prevent 


food from sticking to them. Lightly 
coat the cooking surfaces with 
cooking oil and place them in an 
oven at 250 degrees F for two or 
three hours. The oil will seal the 
pores of the metal so food will not 
stick easily. 

If cupboards and food preparation 
surfaces were in contact with flood- 
water, clean and sanitize them 
before storing the clean dishes, pots 
and pans. Wash the surfaces with 
hot detergent solution. then sanitize 
them using a solution of two table- 
spoons of liquid household bleach 
to a gallon water.

Kids need

Children may require special 
attention after experiencing a disas- 
ter. Four common fears children 
‘have are death, darkness, animals 
and abandonment. In a disaster chil- 
dren may experience any or all of 
these. You should encourage them to 
talk about what they are feeling and 
to express this through play, drawing 
or painting. 

A child’s reaction to a disaster 
may vary depending on age, maturi- 
ty and previous experience. In all 
cases it is important to acknowledge 
what happened and take time to talk 
with children about their fears. 

Some behaviors you may find 
children exhibiting after a disaster 
include: 

*Being upset at the loss of a 
favorite toy, blanket, teddy bear, etc. 

*Hitting, throwing or kicking to 


other products, make sure the area 
is thoroughly rinsed with unconta- 
minated water velore bleach is 
used. Never mix bleach with oth 
chemicals, cleaners or household 
products, 

Do not use bleach in its concen- 
trated form. A solution of 1/4 cup 
bleach per gallon of water for gen- 
eral disinfectant use is recommend- 
ed,
